The  past  two  months  have  been  occupied 
mainly  with  travel.  As  soon  as  the  early 
summer  regional  conventions  ended  we 
started  on  two  buying  trips.  To  make  a 
long  story  short,  we  are  back  at  the  office 
with  three  large  collections  and  several 
boxes  of  other  coins  to  show  for  our  efforts. 

Speaking  of  regional  conventions,  the 
$2350.00  we  paid  for  the  Proof  1 86-1- L  cent 
at  the  Penn-Ohio  gathering  in  Cleveland 
caused  quite  a  stir  and  considerable  com¬ 
ment.  Despite  remarks  that  we  paid  too 
much  and  would  never  be  able  to  sell  it, 
one  day  later  the  coin  had  a  new  owner. 
If  you  consider  that  the  1864-L  cent  in 
Proof  condition  is  about  equal  to  the  188  1 
trade  dollar  in  rarity,  the  valuation  given 
the  rare  Indian  cent  seems  quite  reasonable. 

By  nowr  the  13th  edition  of  the  Guide¬ 
book  of  U.  S.  Coins  has  been  rather  well 


distributed.  With  respect  to  format  the 
Guidebook  remains  essentially  unchanged 
from  the  previous  edition.  There  have  been 
a  few  new  coins  added  here  and  there, 
notably  in  the  territorial  gold  and  colonial 
sections.  In  the  regular  United  States  list¬ 
ings  the  ever-popular  1955  double  die  Lin¬ 
coln  cent  is  presented  for  the  first  time.  This 
will  undoubtedly  create  more  interest  than 
ever  in  the  most  spectacular  die  error  of 
modern  times.  In  view  of  the  current  buy 
offers  and  asking  prices  and  in  view  of 
high  sales  records  (An  uncirculated  specimen 
in  our  auction  of  March  31,  1959  sold  for 
$~8.50  on  a  bid  of  $95.00)  the  Guidebook 
valuations  of  $30  EF  and  $50  Uncirculated 
seem  to  be  a  little  on  the  low  side.  Else¬ 
where  in  the  book,  following  the  usual 
trend,  the  prices  of  nearly  all  series  are  re¬ 
vised  upward. 

Last,  hut  not  least,  of  our  commentaries 
on  the  Guidebook  is  a  word  of  praise  for 
the  listing  (for  the  first  time)  of  many 
series  in  Extremely  Fine  condition.  This 
makes  more  definite  the  valuations  in  the 
long  twilight  zone  between  Fine  and  Un¬ 
circulated  conditions. 

A  letter  from  Whitman  Publishing  Com 
pany  advises  us  that  Dr.  |  Hewitt  Judd  s 
new  U.  S.  pattern  coin  book  is  to  be  printed 
in  the  fall.  Many  of  the  Adams  and  Woodin 
errors  and  omissions  will  be  corrected  and 
a  more  satisfactory  arrangement  will  be 
adopted.  As  copies  of  the  Adams  and  Woodin 
reference  on  the  subject  are  as  scarce  as  the 
proverbial  hen’s  teeth,  the  new  pattern  book 
should  be  a  great  success. 

While  we  are  on  the  subject  of  books, 
we  might  mention  that  the  Library  Edition 
of  Empire  Topics  is  now  ready  for  distri¬ 
bution.  The  first  six  issues  of  our  publication 
bound  together  as  a  single  volume  will 
make  a  worthwhile  addition  to  your  refer¬ 
ence  library  and  should  provide  interesting 
reading-particularly  if  you  missed  any  of 
the  issues  in  question.  Five  hundred  copies 
of  the  Library  Edition  have  been  prepared. 
Should  you  want  a  copy,  the  price  is  $2.',5 
postpaid. 
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Civil  War  cent  collectors  among  our 
readers  will  he  interested  to  learn  that  we 
have  just  acquired  two  tine  collections  of 
that  series.  For  the  first  time  in  many  months 
we  are  in  a  position  to  accept  want  lists 
for  individual  Civil  War  cents  classified 
by  Hetrich-Guttag  numbers. 

Tlie  article,  "The  Transitional  Coins  of 
America",  concluded  in  the  last  issue  of 
Empire  Topics  has  drawn  much  favorable 
comment.  We  have  been  invited  to  submit 
a  descriptive  listing  of  transitionals  for  in¬ 
clusion  in  the  nineteenth  edition  of  the 
Standard  Catalogue  to  be  published  around 
the  first  of  next  year.  A  tentative  listing  of 
pricing  suggestions  will  be  included — some¬ 
thing  that  was  lacking  in  our  original  pre¬ 
sentation  of  the  series. 

Empire  Coin  Company’s  color  ad  in  the 
July  issue  of  the  Numismatic  Scrapbook 
Magazine  produced  a  flood  of  postcards  and 
letters  to  this  office.

QUESTIONS  FROM  READERS 

In  your  Empire  Topics  *6  listing  of  Civil 
War  cents  from  the  Iuld  collection  sou 
describe  four  of  the  pieces  as  having  been 
struck  over  l  ’.  S.  dimes.  How  did  you  deter¬ 
mine  that  dimes  were  used  instead  of  plain 
silver  planchets  -  by  weight  or  is  part  of  the 
dime  design  still  readable? 


The  four  Civil  War  cents  in  question  all 
show  the  dime  design  plainly  underneath 
(see  an  enlarged  photo  of  one  of  the  pieces 
above).  The  original  edge  reeding  of  the 
dimes  still  remains;  and,  as  you  mention, 
the  weights  are  the  same.  In  addition  to 
dime  overstrikes,  Civil  War  cents  are  known 
(and  are  quite  rare)  struck  over  U.  S. 
copper-nickel,  Flying  eagle  and  Indian  cents 
as  well  as  over  other  Civil  War  cents.  In 
their  reference  Hetrich  and  Guttag  list  va¬ 
rieties  struck  over  a  U.  S.  quarter  and  an 
English  shilling. 

What  are  the  mintage  figures  of  the  188  3 
Hawaiian  silver  coinage? 

In  late  1883  and  early  1884  the  United 
States  Mint  at  San  Francisco  struck  silver 
coins  for  the  Hawaiian  government  in  the 
following  quantities: 

Dimes  250,000 

Q  rters  . 

Half  dollars  . 700,000 

Dollars 

The  1,930,000  pieces  coined  had  a  total 
face  value  of  one  million  dollars  —  the 
amount  of  the  order  placed.  Large  quantities 
of  all  denominations  were  melted  in  the 
years  following  the  LI.  S.  annexation  of 
Hawaii  on  July  7,  1898. 

The  four  denominations  of  1883  ate 
moderately  scarce  today.  The  only  one  read¬ 
ily  obtainable  in  Uncirculated  condition  is 
the  quarter;  due  to  the  discovery  of  a  large 
hoard.  A  very  small  number  of  Hawaiian 
1883  Proof  sets  were  struck  These  are  quite 
rare.  A  comprehensive  article  covering  the 
regular  and  pattern  coinage  of  Hawjn  is 
planned  for  a  future  issue

This  inquiry  is  an  intriguing  ont  Vi  c  have 
heard  rumors  of  the  existence  of  these 
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pieces  anJ  also  of  the  existence  of  1959 
cents  with  the  old  1938  reverse. 

Several  months  ago  a  friend  of  ours  said 
that  he  could  obtain  for  us  a  part  roll  of 
1939  cents  with  the  1938  reverse  •  at  a  cost 
of  several  hundred  dollars  per  coin  We 
told  him  to  go  ahead  and  buy  the  coins  for 
us.  To  make  a  long  story  short,  it  was  the 
usual  rumor.  Someone  had  reliably  heard 
about  them  from  another  person  who  in  turn 
had  heard  about  them  from  another  person, 
and  so  on. 

Whereupon  our  friend  wrote  a  letter  to 
the  Mint  inquiring  about  the  possibility  of 
these  coins  having  been  struck.  This  letter 
soon  received  a  reply  stating  that  none  were 
struck  and,  under  present  precautions,  none 
could  be. 

What  is  the  meaning  of  VOTE  THE 
LAND  FREE  counterstamped  on  an  1843 
large  cent? 


The  large  cent  to  which  you  refer  is  one 
of  a  quantity  of  cents  which  were  counter- 
stamped  VOTE  THE  LAND  FREE  for  use 
as  campaign  tokens  in  the  Free  Soil  Party's 
1848  campaign  (with  past  president  Martin 
Van  Buren  as  candidate)  for  the  U.  S.  presi¬ 
dency  The  Free  Soil  Party  polled  an  in¬ 
significant  number  of  votes  and  lost  the 
office  to  Zachary  Taylor,  the  Whig  party 
candidate. 

The  VOTE  THE  LAND  FREE  counter¬ 
stamp  is  found  on  various  large  cents,  all 
dated  before  1848.  The  Gould-Gilbody  col¬ 
lection  of  counterstamped  large  cents,  which 
we  are  now  in  the  process  of  cataloguing, 
contains  VOTE  THE  LAND  FREE  on  cents 
of  1812,  1816,  1819,  1836,  183*’,  1839,  1840 
and  1843  with  duplicates  of  some  of  the 
dates.  A  specimen  from  this  collection  is 
illustrated  above. 

I  have  an  1864  L  Indian  cent  with  the  date 
and  most  of  the  obverse  lettering  recut. 
Have  you  ever  noticed  any  other  1864  L 
cents  similar  to  this? 

We  have  seen  several  1864  L  cents  with 
all  of  the  obverse  lettering  and  the  date 
recut.  Many  different  varieties  of  the  1864  I 
cent  exist  with  different  obverse  figures  or 
letters  either  partially  or  wholly  recut. 
The  18th  edition  of  the  Standard  Catalogue 
mentions  on  page  80  that  at  least  fifteen 
die  varieties  of  this  particular  coin  are 
known.  A  collection  of  different  1864  L 
cent  varieties  would  make  an  interesting 
collection  by  itself.  One  of  our  readers  has 
reported  the  identification  of  eighteen  differ¬ 
ent  varieties  of  the  1864  L  obverse.

CIVIL  WAR  CENTS 


Civil  War  cents  were  issued  to  fill  the 
demand  for  small  change  during  the  war 
between  the  states.  They  were  issued  by 
many  different  political  and  commercial  in¬ 
terests  —  which  accounts  for  the  rich  and 
interesting  variety  of  designs  available.  The 
majority  of  the  pieces  are  Indian  cent  size, 
struck  in  copper  or  bronze,  and  are  of  the 
years  1863  and  1864. 

New  books  and  reference  materials  are 
being  readied  for  the  Civil  War  cent  series. 
As  Civil  War  cents  are  the  only  readily  ob¬ 
tainable  coins  directly  connected  with  the 
war  (The  restrikes  of  the  C.S.A  cent  and 
half  dollar  sell  for  unwards  of  several 
hundred  dollars  each  when  they  are  offered) 
they  should  form  an  important  part  of  any 
U.  S.  coin  collection  or  type  set.  The  1861 
centennial  celebration  will  probably  see  an 
interest  in  Civil  War  cents  as  great  as.  if 
not  greater  than,  the  interest  in  C.S.A  paper 
money.  At  the  present  time  Civil  War  cents 
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are  very  reasonably  priced.  Now  is  the  time 
to  acquire  a  small  collection  of  these  pieces.

A  search  for  facts  adding  to  the  knowledge  of  .  .  . 

THE  MACHIN’S  MILLS  MINT  NEAR 
NEWBURGH,  N.  V. 

by  Eric  P.  Newman 

What  occurred  in  the  mysterious  operation  of  the  mint  for  the  coinage  of  coppers 
erected  at  Orange  Lake.  New  York,  about  1786/  When  Thomas  Machin.  a  hero  of  the 
American  Revolution,  used  land  of  Governor  George  (  linton  of  New  York  for  a  "money- 
making*'  venture  it  was  hoped  that  the  state  of  New  York  would  approve  a  coining  fran¬ 
chise  for  his  association  as  had  been  granted  to  others  in  the  neighboring  states  of  Connecti¬ 
cut,  Vermont.  New  Jersey  and  Massachusetts.  Since  that  did  not  materialize  the  group  turned 
to  the  unauthorized  coinage  of  coppers.  If  we  only  knew  more  about  what  coins  they  made 
we  might  answer  many  questions  about  American  coinage  during  the  period  before  the 
Constitution. 


Genuine  and  counterfeit  British  halfpence  were  circulated  freely  in  the  United  States 
before  and  after  the  Revolution,  and  the  profit  in  manufacturing  a  few  more  seemed  attrac¬ 
tive — particularly  at  Machin's  Mills  because  there  was  no  law  against  counterfeiting  copper 
in  New  York  at  that  time.  .The  coins  struck  at  Machin’s  Mills  are  as  much  a  part  of  Amer¬ 
ican  numismatics  as  any  other  series— even  though  most  of  them  were  imitation  British  half¬ 
pence.  Some  are  dated  1776,  1778,  1787  and  1788.  dates  when  no  genuine  British  halfpence 
were  minted.  There  are  hundreds  of  varieties  of  British  halfpence  dated  from  1770  to  1775, 
and  a  few  dated  1781,  1784  and  1785.  While  virtually  all  of  these  are  of  British  or  Irish 
origin,  a  few  may  be  Machin’s  Mills  or  other  American  pieces.  Many  a  collector’s  junk  box 
has  American  pieces  of  this  type  in  it.  but  there  they  remain  unidentified.  The  Vermont. 
Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  pieces  which  are  candidates  for  a  Machin’s  Mills  source  at 
least  are  known  as  well  as  those  with  New  York  and  Federal  insignia.  Yet  w  hich  were  made 
in  Machin’s  Mills  is  unknown.  It  is  not  even  known  what  coins  are  referred  to  in  the 
Connecticut  mint  report  where  it  is  said  that  Maj.  Eli  Leavenworth  had  coppers  made  in 
New  York  (Machin’s  Mills)  which  were  similar  to  Connecticut  coinages. 

For  over  ten  years  the  writer  has  been  gathering  data  on  Machin's  Mills  to  write  up  the 
subject  and  sincerely  needs  the  cooperation  of  many  numismatists.  If  the  joint  efforts  of  an> 
one  who  has  any  relative  data  were  pooled  substantial  further  progress  can  result  e  are 
tin  the  threshold  of  adding  a  new  series  of  American  coins.  No  fact  is  too  obvious  to  restudy, 
no  prior  statement  exempt  from  challenge,  no  eighteenth  century  George  III  British  half 
penny  too  unimportant  to  examine.  What  can  you  add  to  this  subject/

The  records  of  Thomas  Machin  are  still  to  he  located.  They  were  used  by  Jeptha  R. 
Sims  in  The  History  of  Schoharie  County  in  1845  and  their  whereabouts  are  unknown  In 
The  History  of  Newburgh  by  Ruttenber,  and  the  History  of  Orange  County  by  Eager  there 
are  comments  about  the  mint.  Hickcox  was  the  first  numismatist  to  comment,  then  Crosby 
( pp.  172,  190-202,  290,  319  of  Early  Coins  of  America)  adds  more  data.  C.  Wyllys  BetCS 
first  tried  to  identify  Machin’s  imitation  British  halfpence  in  his  pamphlet  Counterfeit 
Halfpence”.  Kurth  in  the  February  1942  Numismatist  pushes  the  frontier  forward,  then 
Breen  in  the  January  1952  Numismatist  described  the  amazing  Fairfield  County  hoard.  In 
the  Centennial  Publication  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  the  article  of  the  undersigned 
entitled  "A  Newly  Discovered  Coin  Solves  a  Vermont  Numismatic  Enigma”,  attempts  to 
explain  the  relationship  between  the  Vermont  coinage  and  Machin’s  Mills  imitation  British 
halfpence. 

Even  the  term  "Bungtown  coppers”  needs  clarification.  Many  writers  have  stated  that 
this  expression  refers  to  coppers  with  unofficial  legends  such  as  GREGORY  III  PON, 
GANGES  III  RATE,  BRITAIN’S  HAPPY  ISLE  or  BONNY  GIRLS.  There  is  a  great 
probabilit)  that  Bungtown  really  means  imitation  British  halfpence  with  standard  legends 
rather  than  evasive  legends,  and  that  the  coppers  with  evasive  legends  were  never  used  in 
America.  Has  any  reader  ever  found  any  evidence  in  letters,  newspapers,  diaries,  hoards, 
or  otherwise  that  coppers  with  unofficial  legends  ever  circulated  in  America.-'  Are  not 
Machin’s  Mills  halfpence  some  of  the  true  Bungtowns? 

Can  you  help  with  your  ideas,  your  data  and  information  as  to  your  coins?  Needles 
in  a  haystack  can  be  found,  particularly  with  the  magnetism  of  numismatics.
